The potind prints or squares are ex- 
ceedingly popular and indeed appear to 
be growing in popylarity. The outfit 
for making these prints is not expen- 
sive, and no farmer who markets but- 
ter can well afford to be without one 
of these prints. Of course there may 
be times when the butter will be put 
in tubs, but when the cream supply 
runs low and only a few pounds are 
made at a churning there ia no pack- 
age that looks so well and shows off 
one’s product so favorably as the 
pound print. ; 

It is the custom for appearance’s 
sake as well as for the sake of cleanli- 
ness to wrap prints In parchment pa‘ 
per. Then some prefer to go one step 
further and. place each potnd or square 
into a pasteboard box by itself. Whethb- 
er this should be done or not depends 
somewhat upon one’s market, though 
we have in mind instances where. but- 
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“| ter Was marketed in pound prints in 
| the pasteboard boxes and so.4 for at 


least 2 cents a pound more then the 
same quality of tub butter. 


Salt For the Cow. 

No two dairymen in the country wil) 
agree upon the amount of salt that 
should be given to each cow every day, 
says Denver Field and Farm. The 
most successful dairyman we know 
gives four ounces daily to each of his 
cows mixed with the feed. They eat 
their food better, and the owner thinks 
they do better when given this amount 
than when the allowance is smaller, 
The cows are fed three times a day, 


Hand the salt is divided equally in the 


three feeds. Fine table salt*is invaria- 
‘bly used, for the cows prefer’ it to 
coarse salt. We always had an old 
fashioned“ notion that the cows them- 
selyes should spttle this matter of 
quantity by being allowed to run to a 
big Jump of stock ‘salt and thus help 
themselves just.as they pleased, and in 
like sophistry the animals shonld have 
free access to as much water as they 
may care to drink. 


Run tt Right, ‘ ' 

Incomplete separation may be caus- 
ed by insufficient speed, Since the 
speed of a cream separator bowl is 
really the force that separates the 
cream from the milk, it becomes very 
necessary that the machine be run at 


the proper speed, as indicated by the 


manufacturers for their own particular’ 
make, Another cause which frequent- 
ly occurs is the c of the sep- 
arator bowl, which may 
unclean bowl or to sour, ropy or vis- 
eous milk.—Professor Oscar Ef. 


| Dairy Talk of Today. 


The dairyman who has not been in 
the habit of testing his cows will be 
surprised to learn how many nonpay- 
ing animals a test will disclose. The 
man who commences to test his cows 
begins to improve his herd at once 
and on an intelligent basis. He knows 
what his cows are doing and what 
they must do to be profitable. Guess- 
work will not do. 


Make Higher Grade Butter. 

We are still losing vast sums of mon- 
ey that could be very easily accounted 
for if we were only more skilled as a 
whole along the lines of cleanliness 
in the caring for our milk and more 
skilled butter makers, says a writer in 
American Agriculturist. When we 
come to realize that the ten, twelve and 
fifteen cent butter has cost as as much 
per pound to manufacture as twenty- 
five cent butter we are able to see 
great room for improvement. The 
game material that results in the cheap 
butter would, if properly bandied, mau- 
ufacture the fancy article, Remember 
quality is the keynote of dairying. 

Lack of Quality. 

The chief fault of the common cattle 
ig in the lack of uniformity and quali- 
ty. This Is the outcome of an unwise 
policy of an admixture of bloods of 
various breeds, possibly this more 
than the lack of iufusion of new asd 
superior blood. I doubt if the serious- 
ness of this condition is fully appre- 
elated. There are too many animals. 
the progeny of scrub bulls, whose pres- 
ence is excused by the statement that 
they were kept for no other reason 
than to have cows freshen again. 

Tied to the Poor Cow. 

Tied to the poor cow! That is the 
way Professor Wilbur J. Fraser of the 
Lilinois experiment station symbolizes 
the position ef the American dairyman. 
Americans don't take to the idea of 
chains. and slavery, says Professor 
Fraser in a recent issue of Kimball's 
Dairy Farmer, but many a dairyman 
has unconsciously drifted Into this con- 
dition. He is not chained to a fellow 
prisoner or to a post, but to a common 
(altogether too common) brute—to @ 
worthless, willful cow.

Haven ob Fairlea farm, 
the property of Wilson H. Lee, and 
the small dairymanh may get some good 
polite in fearning how high grade milk 
is produced there. There are 120 pure 
bred Jerseys. and a route hee been 
built up which disposés of the product 
at 12 cents a quart for the milk and &0- 
cents a quart for the cream. An tn- 
Spertion of the methods employed in- 
dicates that the profite are not, excess- 
ive beeatise of the extra Cost of pro- 
duction, says the American Cultivator. 
As Mr. Lee asserts: 

“In regard to the production of high 
grade Jersey milk, handled in a most

sanitary manner, my experience an&k 
the experience of others go to show. 
that it should be sold for at least 15 
cents per quart to make it a good busi- 


ness proposition. As the Jersey is not 
as large a producer as other breeds, I 
have always felt that there is about 2 
cents differenae in the cost from that 
of the milk of a mixed herd. I con- 
sider them as healthy as fhe Ayrshire 
or Holstein if properly cared for. I do 
not believe that high bred Jerseys will 


stand the hardships that many cattle 


are subjected to on many of the farms. 
A well bred horse will endure more 
than a scrub if given good care. They 
will not, however, do as well as the 
scrub with very ordinary care. You 
have never heard‘of a horse having the 
staying qualities for the race track 
unless he bad the breeding to back it 
up.. I feel that is just as true with 
cattle. To. get a large production and 
to make. them profitable for any. length 
of time they must inherit good quali- 
ties from their ancestors.” 
-Milking.and Feeding. 

When the cows come in from pasture 
for the evening milking they are given 
a light feed, which is readily cleaned 
up. There is everywhere clear spring 
water, The feed is mixed in these 


‘proportions: Four bundred pounds of 


ran, 200 pounds ef gluten and 200 
pounds of corncob meal. Each milker 
then washes his bands and cleans his 
finger naijs, there being facilities in 
an adjoining building in the shape of 
porcelain wash bowls, with hot and 
cold water and an abundance of tow- 
els. These cows are all curried, rub- 
bed down and their teats and udders 
wiped off and washed. Then the milk- 
ers enter with their clean white duck 
suits and white skull caps and do their 
milking through screened top pails. 

The main dependence of Fairlea is 
ensilage. Between fifty and sixty 
acres of corn go into the silos. From 
thirty to thirty-five acres of oats and 
peas and also millet are grown and fed 
green. Considerable hay is also used. 
The four silos hold about 600 tons. 
The other day some of the silage was 
handled which was stowed last Sep- 
tember, and it. was as fresh and aw 
fragrant as the day it was cut. 

“I have only used corn for ensilage,” 
said Mr, Lee. “I had sixty-five acres 
last year, all of which went into the 
silos with the exception of about ten 
acres. I do not feed heavy. none of 
my cows getting over eight pounds per 
day, The ration ig Made up of bran, 
buffalo gluten and corn and oil meal.” 


The Milk Room. 

In a hall shut off fram the stables 
are seven «milk fitted with ap 
automatic._recording “point, and the 
product of each cow is weighed and 
recorded on a card bearing the berd 
number, This ts done at each milking, 
avd the figures are afterward trans 
ferred to the. books in the office, so 
that the exact quantity given by eacb 
cow ig known. In case a cow has any 
ailment, a cold, etc. Mr. Pomeroy sees 
that ber milk dees not go into the cool- 
ing coils, but keeps it separate for the 
pigs. A rigid inspection is made of 
the berd every day, After the weigh- 
ing the wilk is poured into cans 
through two thicknesses of fine cheese 
tloth, it is then covered and carried 
to the dairy, which is a separate build- 
ing op a slight slope forty feet away 
from the stables, and another attend. 
ant strains it before it is emptied int 
the receiving funnel which carries it 
inside the dairy imto the cooler and 
bottling room, where it is again strain 
eu twice. The wilkers are not permit 
ted to go beyond the weighing hall, and 
none except the bottler is allowed in 
the coll rooms, be wearing bis white 
uni forin. 

Every bottle is thoroughly washed 
and sterilized. before it is filled. and 
the patis and cans are also sterlized 
and kept in a thoroughly sanitary cow 
dition. As the bottles are filled fron 
the cooler they are taken into a huge 
vefrigerator, where the temperature lt 
40 degrees, and kept there until re 
moved in wagons to the distributing

The Judgment 

“The defendants stand indicted for 
eonspiracy under Section 498 of the 
Criminal Code. That section is as 
follows : 

***498. Everyone is guilty of an in- 
dictable offence and liable to a pen- 
alty not exceeding fotr thousand 
dollars and not less than two hun- 
dred dollars, or to two years’ im- 

risonment, and if a corporation is 
idble to a penalty not exceeding ten 
thousand dollars and not less ‘than 
one thousand dollars, who conspires, 
combines, agrees or arranges with 
any other person, or with any rail- 
way, steamship, steamboat or trans- 
portation come ay. — - 

" ‘@ To unduly limit the facili- 
ties for transporting, producing, man- 
ufacturing, supplying, storing or 
a in any article or commodity 
which may be a subject of trade or 
oommerce; or 

"“(b) To restrain or injure trade 
or commerce in relation to any such 
article or commodity; or Me case 

“(¢) To unduly prevent, limit 
or lessen the manufacture or produc- 
tion of any such article or commodi- 
ty, or to unreasonably enhance the 
price thereof; or 

““(d) To unduly prevent or lessen 
competition in the production, manu- 
facture, purchase, barter, sale, trans- 
portation or supply of any such ar- 
ticle or. commodity, or in the price 
of insurance upon person or pro- 


“tt is apparent from the reading 
of the act that subsection (b) covers 
as a generality the same ground 
which subsections (a), (¢) and (d) 
cover specifically, yet under subsec- 
tions (a), (c) and (d) to constitute an 
offence the restraint must be ‘undue,’ 
while subsection (b) contains no such 
limitation. To construe (b) in its 
literal sense would mean that under 
one part of section 498 the doing of 
an act without more is punishable, 
while under another part of the same 
section the same act is only an of- 
fence if done unduly—a legal condi- 
tion it is impossible to attribute to 
the intention of parliament. . 

“Such a ¢onstruction of (b) would 
constitute’ the**most’ ordina 
natural understanding for 
protection or the advancement of 
common interests/a crime. An agree- 
ment for the exclusive agency of a 
manufactured commodity 
amount to a restraint of trade sub- 
jecting the contracting parties to the 

malties provided by the section. 
tf ig evident no such condition was 
contemplated, and some other rea- 
sonable solution must be found. 

“T am inclined , to the opinion 
which seems to have been opted 
by Chief Justice Killam in Gibbons 
vs. Metcalfe, 15 M.R. 588, that sub- 
section (b) relates to those restraints 
whch. are not justified by any per- 
sonal interest of the contracting 
patties, but which are- merely mali- 
cious restraints unconnected with 
any business relations of the accused. 
No such case was attempted to be 
made under this present indictment. 
All restraints suggested by the. evi- 
dencé were agreed to, whether justi- 
fiably or not, as business regula- 
tions. Before finding the defendants 
guilty, these restraints must, in my 
reading of the section, appear to be 
‘undue.’ 

No Technical Grounds 

“The evidence offered, apparently 
with the consent of counsel for all 
interests, assumed the form of an 
investigation of the conditions gov- 
erning the grain trade of the west 
rather than a trial of charges s 
fied in the indictment. Yet as in a 
large sense the t or innocence of 
the accused is interwoven with the 
subject of the inquiry, I feel called 
upon to treat the matter somewhat 
broadly, rather than to conclude it 
by a decision based only upon nar- 
row technical and strictly legal

A Duplicate System 

“The natural conditions pertaining 
to the grain trade in Manitoba are 
a duplication of those existing in 
every considerable export market.

Toll is taken in ite 
progress to meet the requirements of 
the larger milling companies, and 
the remainder is stored till the con- 
venience of transportation, and the 
requirements of foreign markets de- 
termine its destination and the time 
of its shipment. 

“There is one feature of the grain 
trade which is largely overlooked. 
While the crop matures at practi- 
cally a common date, its use is ne- 
cessarily distributed throughout the 
succeeding year. With manufactured 
articles this is not ordjnarily so. On 
a normal manufacturers’ market the 
consumers’ demand should keep 
abreast of the production. 

Between" the crop production and 
its consumption a very large portion 
must be carried for a considerable 
time in store by the dealers. The 
exigencies of the grain grower require 
an fpmetiat arket for at least a 
material part his? output. The 
farmer must sell a long way ahead 
of the requirements of consumption. 
Meanwhile, owing to uncontrollable 
world-wide fluctuations, the value of 
ee commodity is necessarily specu-

. Money Necessary 

“The enormous and __ increasing 
amount of money required to handle 
one crop .can be inferted from Mr. 
Horn’s evidence. From ist Septem- 
ber, 1905, to 3ist August, 1906, he in- 
spected of wheat alone at Winnipeg 
61,542 cars, or nearly 65,000,000 bush- 
els. This did ._ not include wheat 
‘grown east of Winnipeg, wheat which

up for a Pars of the year at least,

dealers. As a natural sequence the 
dealer must so conduct his business 
as to command the confidence of the 
financial institutions of our country, 
and to attain this end he must elimi- 
nate so far as possible the element of 
speculation. A small and certain 
profit is a better banking asset than 
the possibiiity of a large but entirely 
speculative return, 

The Option Market 

“The only means as yet devised to 
eliminate the element of speculation 
is the option market. The dealer 
can thus use the speculator as the 
insurer uses the underwriters at 
Lloyd's, to relieve him of a lar 
art of the element of uncertainty 
ncident to the trade, and by future 
sales against his cash purchasés, 
bring himself within the reasonable 
purview of business , and so 
alone Obtain that financial credit ne- 
cessary to take care of the crop un- 
der conditions which make possible 
to the farmer a ready market and at 
its fair and legitimate value.

“Track wheat could be bovght at 
any time and at any place at a 
price which would show tne one cent 
profit. As the value of wheat was 
constantly fluctiating during the 
open hours of the Exchange (9.30 
a.m. td 1.15 p.m.), persons having a 
car of track wheat to sell could ob- 
tain a quotation from a member or 
several members of the Exchange by 
wire, and beiore accepting obtain a 
further and later quotation from an- 
other member.

be taken to remedy conditions. The 
chief fault lies in the lack of motive 
power and not scarcity of cars. It ie 
pointed out that had the railwaya 
sufficient foresight last fall to place 
orders then for new locomotives thm 
locomotive works would have beem 
able to have filled these orders im 
time for delivery this summer. Bat 
the orders were not placed until this 
spring and in consequence the de- 
mand for prompt delivery eanne’ 
now be met. 

The commission will probably ask 
the railway companies to place om 
ders this year for a syfficient mum- 
ber of locomotives to meet the de- 
mands of the next year’s traffie.,

Brick onieey Formed. 

Some time ago a number of Lacombe’s 
enterprising citizens, being impressed 
with the desirability of developing 
our natural resources, took preliminary 
steps towards forming a company for the 
manufacture of brick at this place. A 
committee was appointed to have a thor- 
ough test made of brick clay from vari- 
ous points near town. Mr. J. W. Sharpe, 
a practical brick maker of large experi- 
ence, was secured to make the test and 
an experimental kiln was burned under 
his direction. , 

Last Friday night a meeting of those 
intereted was held in the town hall and 
samples of the brick exhibited. Some 
of these samples were much superior to 
the brick that bas been shipped in to 
this town from other points. The best 
sample, however, was from the Dixon 
farm one mile east of town. Competent 
brick men have this week stated that 
this is the best clay they have seen in 
Alberta, and the brick made from it in 


the experimental kiln certainly bear out ip 


the statement. 

It was decided to purchase the Dixon 
farm and a committee was appointed to 
make the deal and attend to other mat- 
ters that required immediate attention. 

On Wednesday night another meeting 
was held to further ‘the orgaization of 
The Lacombe Brick, Tile & Cement Co., 
Limited. A provisional board of direct- 
ors was elected, composed of Messrs. 
¥. Vickerson, Dr. Aunger, H. A. Murphy, 
B. F. Bailey and R. G, Gilmour. Articles 
of incorporation were discussed and 
adopted and have been sent in for re- 
cording. 

The Company has been capitalized at 
$20,000, divided into 2,000 shares of 810 
each. A large amount of the stock, has 
already been subscribed for. Al! persons 
desiring stock should make application 
to the secretary. 

Work at the yards is beingrushed. A 
first class brick machine has been pur 
in position. The 
necessary buildings are being erected, 
and the plant will be ready to start up 
pext week. ‘
